*  schismatic,  heretic,  and  sranddooa  sin 
ner."  Martin  V.  was  then  agreed  upon, 
and  tha  politic*  of  the  church  wen*  straight 
again  It  was  by  this  Council  that  Joh  i 
llusa.  and  Jemiue  of  Prague  were  con¬ 
demned  to  be  burned  to  death  lor  their 
heresies.  Husa  having  Imm-o  summoned  to 
Prague  twice,  and  neither  time  complying, 
was  finally  induced  to  appear  Iwforn  the 
Council  to  answer  the  charges  against  him.
